DEFINITIONS 


"SEC. 301 (a) 


(1) "Parity", as applied to prices for any agricultural commodity, 
shall be that price for the commodity which will give to the commodity 
a purchasing power with respect to articles that farmers buy equivalent 
to the purchasing power of such commodity in the base period; and, in 
the case of all commodities for which the base period is the period 
August 1909 to July 1914, which will also reflect current interest pay- 
ments per acre on farm indebtedness secured by real estate, tax payments 
per acre on faim real estate, and freight rates, as contrasted with such 
interest payments, tax payments, and freight rates during the base 


‘period. The base period in case of all agricultural commodities except 
‘tobacco shall be the period August 1909 to July 1914. In the case of 
' all kinds of tobacco except Eurley and fl 


neseeee such base riod shall 


be the period August 1919 to July 1929, and, in the case of Burley and 
flue-cured tobacco, shall be the veriod Ries 1934 to July 1939; ex- 
cept that the August 1919-July 1929 base period shall be used in allocat— 


ing any funds appropriated prior to September 1, 1940.

"(7), ‘Marketing year’ means, in the case of the following” 
commodities, the period beginning on the first and ending with the 
second date specified below: 


Tobacco (flue-cured), July 1-June 30; 
Tobacco (other than flue-cured), October 1-September 30; 


"(10) (B). The ‘Normal eupply! of tobacco shall be a normal year's 
domestic consumption and exports plus 175 per centum of a normal lyear's 
domestic consumption and 65 per centum of a normal year's exports as an 
allowance for a normal carry-over. . :

(15). 'Tobacco! means. each one of the kinds of tobacco listed 
below comprising the types: spevified as classified in Service and 
Regulatory Announcement Numbered 118 of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Eeonomics of the Department: — | 
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’ Flue-cured tobacco,. comprising types 11, 12, 13 and 143° 
Hire-cured tobacco, comprising types 21, 22, 23 and 24; 
Dark air-cured tobacco, comprising types 35 and 36; — 
Virginia sun-cured tobacco, comprising type 373 
Burley tobacco, compz =i at type 31; 

Maryland tobacco, comprising type 32; 

Cigar-filler and cigar-binder tobacco, comprising types 42, 
43,144, 45, 46, 51, 52, 53, 54, and 55; 

Cigar filler tobacco, comprising type 41. 


The provisions of this title shall apply to each of such kinds of 


tobacco severally; provided, that eny one or more of the types com prising 
any such kind of tobacco shall be treated as a “kind of tobacco" for the 
purposes of this Act if the Secretary finds there is a difference in 
supply and’ demand conditions as among such types of tobacco which results 
in a difference in the adjustments needed in the marketings thereof in 


order to maintain supplies in line with demand. 


"(16) (B). ‘Total supply! of tobacco for any marketing year shall 
be the carry-over at the beginning of such marketing year plus the esti- 
mated production thereof in the United States during the calencar year in 
which such marketing year begins, except that the estimated production of 
type 46 tobacco during the marketing year with respect to which the 
determination is being made shall tbe used in lieu of the estimated pro- 
duction of such type during the calendar year in whicd such marketing 
year begins in determining the total supply of cigar-filler and cigar- 
binder tobacco." 


"SEC, 301 (c) The latest available statistics of the Federal Government 
shall be used by the Secretary in making the determinations required to 
be made by the Secretary under this Act. 


IHARKETING QUOTSS ——- TOBACCO 
Legislative Findings 


"SHC, 311 (a) The marketing of tobacco constitutes one of the great basic 
industries of the United States with ramifying activities which directly 
affect interstate and foreign commerce at every point, and stable con— 
ditions therein are necessary to the general welfare. Tobacco produced 
for markets is sold on a Nation-wide market and, with its products, 
moves almost wholly in interstate and foreign commerce from the producer 
to the ultimate consumer. The farmers producing such commodity are subject 
in their operations to uncontrollable natural causes, are widely scattered 
throughout the Nation, in many cases such farmers carry on their farming 
operations on borrowed money or leased lands, and are not so situated as 
to be able to organize effectively, as can labor and industry through 
unions and corporations enjoying Gowemamert protection and sanction. 

For these reasons, among others, the farmers are unable without Federal 
assistance to control effectively the orderly marketing of such commodity 
with the result that abnormally excessive supplies thereof are produced 
and dumped indiscriminately on the Nation-wide market.

"(>).. The disorderly marketing of such abnormally. excessive 
supplies affects, burdens, and obstructs interstate end foreign commerce 
by (1) materially affecting the volume of such commodity marketed there- 
in, 002) Gisrupting the orderly marketing of such commodity therein, 

(3) reducing the price for such commodity with consequent injury and 
destruction of interstate and foreign commerce in such commodity, and 
(4) causing a disparity between the prices for such commodity; in inter— 
state and foreign commerce and industrial products therein, with a 
consequent diminution of the volume of interstate and foreign commerce 
in industrial products, | 


. "(c) Whenever an abnormally excessive supply of tobacco exists, 
the marketing of such commodity by the producers thereof directly and 
substantially affects interstate and foreign commerce in such conmodity 
and its products, and the operation of the provisions of this Part be- 
ccmes necessary and appropriate in order to promote, foster, end maintain 


an orderly flow of such supply in interstate and foreign commercé," | 
National Marketing Quota 


"SEC. 312, (a) Whenever the Secretary finds that the total supply of 
tobacco as of the beginning of the marketing year then current exceeds the 
reserve supply level therefor, the Secretary shall proclaim the amount of 
such total supply, and, beginning on the first dey of the marketing year 
next following and continuing throughout such year, a national marketing 

‘Quota shall be in effect for the tobacco marketed during such marketing 
year, The Secretary shall also determine and specify in such proclamation 
the amount of the national marketing quota in terms of the total Quantity 
of tobacco which may be marketed, which will make available during such. 
marketing year a supply of tobacco equal to the reserve supply .level. 
Such proclamation shall be made not later than the ist day of December 
in such year, The amount of the national marketing quota so proclaimed 
may, not later than December 31, be increased by not more than 20 per 
centum if the Secretary determines that such increase is necessary in 
order to meet market demands, or to avoid undue restriction of marketing 
in adjusting the total supply to the reserve supply level. 


"(b) Within thirty days after the date of the issuance of the 
proclamation specified in subsection (a) of this section, the Secretary 
shall conduct a referendum of farmers who were engaged in production of 
the crop of tobacco harvested prior to the holding of the referendum to 
determine whether such farmers are in favor of or opposed to such quota. 
If more than one-third of the farmers voting in the referendum oppose such 
quota, the Secretary shall, prior to the ist day of January, procleim the 
result of the referendum and such quota shall not be effective thereafter, 


In the same referendum the Secretary shall also submit to such fermers the 
Question of whether they favor tobacco marketing quotas for a period of 
three years, berinning with the marketing year next following. If two- 
thirds of the farmers voting on this Question favor marketing quotas for 
a three-year period, the secretary shall proclaim marketing quotes for 
Such period, and, beginning on the first day of the marketing year next 


following and continuing throughout the period so proclaimed, a national 
marketing Gd uota shall be in effect for the tobacco marketed during each 
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marketing year in said period unless amendments are made in the provi- 
sions for determining farm allotments so as to cause material revision 
of such allotments before the end of such period, If more than one— 
third of the farmers voting on this question oppose marketing quotes for 
the three-year period, such result ishall be proclaimed by the Secretary 
and quotas for a longer period than one year shall not be in effect, but 
such result shall in no wise affect or limit the proclamation and ‘sub- 
mission to a referendum, as otherwise provided in this section, of a 
national marketing quota for any marketing year thereafter." 


"Sec, 313 (a). The national marketing quota for tobacco established pursuant 
to the provisions of section 312, less the amount to be allotted under 
subsection (c) of this section, shall be apportioned by the Secretary 
among the several States on the basis of the total production of tobacco 
in each State during the five calendar years immediately preceding the 
calendar year in which the quota is proclaimed (plus, in applicable 
years, the normal production on the acreage diverted under previous 
agricultural adjustment and conservation programs), with such adjustments 
as are determined to be necessary to make correction for abnormal con— 
ditions of production, for small farms, and for trends in production, 
giving due consideration to seed bed and other plant diseases during 
such five-year period. Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
section and section 312, except the provisions in subsection (¢) of this 
Section relating to reduction of allotments, for any of the three market—- 
ing years, 1941-42 to 1943-44, in which a national marketing quota is in 
effect for Burley or flue-cured tobacco, such national marketing quota 
shall not be reduced below the 1940-41 national marketing quota by more 
than 10 per centum and the farm acreage allotments (other than allotments 
established in each year under subsection (z) of this section for farms 
on which no tobacco was produced in the last five years).shall be deter- 
mined by increasing or decreasing the farm-acreage allotments established 
in the last preceding year in which marketing quotas were in effect in the 
Same ratio as such national marketing quote is increased or decreased 
above or below the lest preceding national marketing quota: Provided, 
That in the case of flue-cured tobacco no allotment shall be decreased 
below the 1940 allotment if such allotment was two acres or less, and in 


the case of Burley tobacco no allotment shall be decreased below the 1939 


allotment if such allotment was one-half acre or less, or below the 1940 


allotment if such allotment wes over one-half acre and not over one acre: 

And provided further, That an additional acreage not in excess of 2 per centy 
of the total acreage allotted to all farms in each State in 1940 shall tbe 
allotted by the local committee, without regard to the ratio aforesaid, 

among farms in the State in accordance with regulations prescribed by the 
Secretary so as to establish allotments which the committees find will be 
fair and equitable in relation to the past acreage of tobacco (harvested 

and diverted); land, labor, and equipment available for the production of 


tobacco; and crop-rotation practices."

Penalties 


"Sec. 314. (a) The marketing of any tobacco in excess of the marketing quota 
for the farm on which the tobacco is produced shall pe sudiject to a 
penalty of 10 cents per pound in ihe case of flue-cured, Mary 
Burley tcabacco and 5 cents per pound in the case of 211 other kinds of 
tobacco, Such penalty shall be paid by the person who acquires. such 
tobacco from the producer but an amount edquivaient to the penalty may 
be deducted by the buyer from the price paid to the producer in case 
such tobacco is marketed by sale; or, if the tobacco is marketed by

Publication and Notice of Quota 


"Sec. 362. All acreage allotments, and the farn Marketing quotas estab— 
lished for farms in a county or other local administrative area shall, 
in accordance with regulations of the Secretary, be made and Kept freely 
available for public inspection in such county or other local acninis— 
trative area, An additional copy of this information shall be kept 
availaole in the office of the county agricultural extension agent or 
with the chairman of the local committee, Notice of the farm marketing 
quota for his farm shall be mailed to the farmer," 


Review by Review Committee 


"See. 363. Any farmer who is dissatisfied with his farm marketing quota 

may, within fifteen days after mailing to him of notice as provided in 
section 362, have such Quota reviewed by a local review committee con— 
posed of three farmers appointed by the Secretary, Such committee shall 
not include any member of the local committee which determined the farm 
acreage allotment, the normal yield, or the farm marketing quota for 
Such farm. Unless application for review is made within such period, 
the original determination of ithe farm marketing quota shall be final,"

"Sec, 364, The members of the review committee shall receive as compensa- 
tion for their services the same per diem as that received by the mem- 
bers of the coxmvit ee, utilized for the purposes of the Soil Conservation 

and Domestic Allotment Act, as amended, The members of the review conm- 
mittee shall not be entitled to receive compensation for more than thirty 
days in any one year," ~- 


Institute of Proceedings 


"Sec. 365, If the farmer is dissatisfied with the determination of the 
review committee, he may, within fifteen days after a notice of such 
determination is mailed to him by registered mail, file a bill in equity 
against the review committee as defendant in the United States district 
court, Or institute proceedings for review in any court of record of the 
State having general jurisdiction, sitting in the county or the district 
in which his farm is located, for the purpose of obtaining a review of 
such determination. ond shall be given in an amount and with surety 
satisfactory to the court to secure the United States for the costs of 
the proceeding. The bill of complaint in such proceeding may be served 
by delivering a copy thereof to any one of the members of the review 
committee, Thereupon the review committee shall certify and file in the 
court a transcript of the record upon which the determination complained 
of was made, together with its findings of fact." 


Court Review 


"Sec, 366, The review by the court shall be limited to questions of law, 
and the findings of fact by the review committee, if supported by evi- 
dence, shall be conclusive. If application is made to the court for 
leave to adduce additional evidence, and it is shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the court that such additional evidence is material and that 
there were reasonable grounds for failure to adduce such evidence in 
the hearing before the review committee, the court may direct such ad- 
ditional evidence to be taken before the review committee in such manner 
and upon such terms and conditions as to the court may seem proper. 

-The review committee may modify its findings of fact or its determina~ 
tion by reeson of the additional evidence so taken, and it shall fide 
with the court wuch modified findings or determination, which findings 
of fact shall be conclusive. At the earliest convenient time, the court, 
in term time or vacation, shell hear and determine the case upon the 
original record of the hearing before the review committee, and upon 
such record as supplemented if supplemented, by further hearing before 
the review committee pursuant to direction of the court. The court shall 
affirm the review committce's determination, or modified determination, 
if the court determines that the same is in accordance with law. If the 
court determines that such determination or modified determination is 
not in accordance with law, the court shall remand the proceeding to the 
review committee with direction either to make such determination as the 
court shall determine to be in accordance with law or to take such fur 
ther proceedings as, in the court's opinion, the law requires."

Stay of Proceedings and Exclusive Jurisdiction 
"Sec. 367, The commencement of Judicial proceedings under this Part shall. 


not, unless specifically ordered by the court, operate as a stay: of the 
review committee's determination, Notwithstanding any other provision 
of law, the jurisdiction conferred by this Part to review the legal 
validity of a determination made by a review. committee pursuant to this 
Part shall be exclusive. No court of the United States or of any State 
Shall have jurisdiction to pass upon the legal validity of any such dex 
termination except in a proceeding under this Part."

GENERAL ADJUSTMENT OF QUOTAS 


"Sec. 371, (a) If at any time the Secretary has reason to-believe that in 
PERORMCREOCOT merci... seeeseeseee tobacco the operetion of farm market~ 
ing quotas in effect will cause the amount of such commodity which is 
free of marketing restrictions to be less than the normal supply for the 
Marketing year for the commodity then current, he shall cause an immedi-

such investigation, the Secretary finds that such increase or terminae
